NO TRACE OF DYNAMITERS 


Pittsburgh Strike Leaders Start 
Campaign to Lift the Ban on 
Pickets and Outdoor Meetings.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 8.—<An attempt 
was made to blow up the plant of the 
American Sheet and Tin Plate Company 
in McKeesport early today. <A _ time 
bomb,.planted on the roof of the ship- 
ping department, exploded at 12:55 


o'clock this morning, tearing a large 
hole in the roof. . No one was hurt. 
Workmen on the night shift, directly 
under the explosion, fled in terror as 
bits of the shattered roof flew in‘ ali di- 
rections. Foreign residents of the dis- 


‘| trict, panic stricken, rushed from their, 


homes fnto the strects; some of eer 
their night clothes. 

‘Phe teport of the éxplosion was ven 
for beveral blocks, dnd attracted thou- 
satids of persons‘to the scene. 

Although police rushed to the plant 
immediately after the explosion, and, 
aided by special deputies in charge of 
the strike situation, scoured the district, 
no trace of the bombsetters could be 
Tound. 

The police belfeve the persons who 
planted the bomib scaled a_ telegraph 
pole near the building, then stepped to 
the roof and crawled about .ten feet 
up the slope to a point. near the sky- 
light,- where the bomb was placed, then 
attached. a lorig fuse, which could have 
been lighted on the street. 

The plant covers almost two. blocks 
between Walriut and Blackberry Streets, 
and is in the heart of the foreign sec- 
tion.. For a few days after the start 
of the strike it was virtually clesed, but 
as the, strike ‘went: on, more men re- 
turned to work and practically all de- 
partments are now in operation. 

Company officials said the attempted 
destruction of’ the plant had no effect 
upon the workers, who turried out as 
usual this morning. 

Want Restrictions Removed. 


With every large mill in the Pitts- 
burgh. district, including all originally 
closed by the strike; now .in partial or 
complete operation, ‘the strike leaders 
started a campaign today to break the 
fron rule. of the: State Constabulary, the 
Sheriff's Deputies “and: local police in

A committee of strike leaders attended 
by W. 3B, Rubin, counsel for the com- 
mittee directing the strike, calléd on 
Mayor Babcock of Pittsburgh today and 
requested that orders be given to the 
police to permit peaceful picketing and 
to allow more liberality in the. holding. 
of. meetings. Open-air meéeétings »-and 
meetings where any language other than 
English is used are forbidden at. present 
in Pittsburgh,.as-in other parts of Alle- 
gheny County affected by the strike.» 

Mayor Babcock pointed to’ the disor-

been defeated on the ratification vote. 
But the Massachusetts Senator went 
further, as was explained in our 
Washington dispatch yesterday: 

The Republicans, Senator Lopce as- 
serted, could easily block any effort 
on the part of the Democrats to adopt 
a substitute ratifying resolution, with 
mild interpretative reservations, as 
Mr. Hrtcucock intimated that they 
would attempt to do, in place of the 
majority program. To defeat a sub- 
stitute: resolution, Mr. Lopce pointed 
out, would require only thirty-three 
votes, and these, he said, the Repub- 
lHcans could muster without difficulty. 

It would make little difference to 
the Treaty, to the welfare of nations, 
to the peace of the world, whether the 
Democrats. refused -ratification after 
the Republicans had put through their 
deadly amendments, or whether they 
let the Treaty be gent back to Paris 
mifiis its heart and soul. In. “ether 
event it would be, so far as we are 
concerned, a dead treaty. So far as 
the dignity, the good name, and the 
standing of this nation: before the 
court of civilization are concerned, 
however, there is a difference. If 
Senator Hircucock and the Demo- 
cratic Senators should propose a sub- 
stitute ratifying resolution with ** mild 
interpretative reservations’’ which 
would not make it unacceptable to 
the allied nations, that would be proof 
of their desire to save the Treaty. 
Senator LopGg. will not have it saved. 
He could ‘‘ without difficulty ’’ mus-

THE INDUSTRIAL CONFERENCE.

At present, capital is expected to feel, 
and does show usually, a responsibility 
in ‘regard. to.labor. The public feels 
itself in a way responsible for,as it 
is‘ desirous of securing, satisfactory 
‘conditions,. pay, and’ hours for labor. 
Capital not infrequently has a: just 
cause for complaint in the failure of 
labor unions to keep their contracts, 
to-accept the results of arbitrauon, 
sometimes to’ obey the: ordeys of their 
own officers. 

Leaving. capital out of the question, 
what responsibility do the labor 
unions feel toward the public? Their 
members get high wages. Great 
funds are collected, dispensed largely 
to take care of strikers _ whose 
strikes must always injure the public. 
If labor's demands have been so oftgn 
granted, if, in the case of strikes, it 
is admitted that. public sentiment is 
usually a powerful or deciding factor 
in defeatior sucess, should not labor 
feel itself. bound, should -it- not. be 
bound, by an obligation'to the. public? 
Take the case of the railroads, for. in- 
stance. - To ‘interrupt’ or. dislocate 
their service is to inflict upon the 
people generally an frreparable, and 
what should be a prohibited, damage. 
The pay of their: employés has been 
raised again and again. Yet, when it 
is suggested that railway strikes 
should be forbidden, Mr. Gompgrs is 
transfixed with horror. 

Still, would it not be well if, in this 
friendly meeting at Washington, some 
representative. of the. public. suggested 
that labor, which has won so many 
privileges and rights, should remem- 
ber that, like the rest of us, it has 
obligations and: duties, not to itself as 
a part segregated from the rest of the 
commonwealth, but to the whole com- 
monwealth, to the whole people?

ALIEN DISTURBERS. 

Mr. Lanstno. asks the. House For- 
eign Affairs Committee to extend for 
a year after the conclusion of peace 
the ‘wartime passport . regulation to 
exclude from the United States Bol- 
sheviki, anarchists, and other varie- 
ties of revolutionary undesirables. He 
laid before the committee consular re- 
ports confirming the statement made 
the otHer day by. Representative 
JoHNSON, Chairman of the House Im- 
migration .Committee, that thousands 
of these’ disturbers are collected at 
foreign. ports, expecting to descend 
upon this country immediately after 
the ratification ofthe Peace Treaty. 

y While Mr. LaNsINna was urging the 
necessary means of preventing an in- 
crease .of this dangerous foreign, 
plague, General Woop was edying at 
Chicago that, the worst influence at 
Gary among strikers, ** nearly all of 
‘* whom are aliens, and a good many 
“of. whom cannot speak English,’’ 
came from “certain Red agitators, 
whosé only desire, seemingly, was 
** to foment trouble.’’ On the same day 
at Weirton, in West Virginia, more 
than 150 men, said to have. been mem- 
bers of the“infamous Red Guard of 
Finland, were forced.to kneel and kiss: 
the Amerigan.. flag; and, were then 
driven out of town by the police, 
These men were the chief fomenters 
of the steel strike at Weirton. In 
‘thetr headquarters was found half a 
ton of anarchistic documents. The 
patience of the American part of the 
community, of orderly labor, was ex- 
hausted. It rid itself of ‘these fire- 
brands; but they merely continue 
their incendiary work in other places: 

Most of them are furnace workers 
who came from Woodlawn, near 
‘Pittsburgh. Many of them ~ hays 
taken trains for Wheeling and Pitts- 
burgh. So the infernal propaganda, 
halted in one region, attacks an- 
other. All over the country, and 
especially in certain regions of \ the 
Pacific Nérthwest, these. bands. of rev- 
olutionaries, by whatever name, I. W,. 
W. or other,.they may call them-| 
selves, have exercised their pernicious 
activity. Strikes, sabotage, violence, 
any and every means of opposing au- 
thority, breaking law, defying Gov- 
ernment, injuring the public and 
American labor, are their meat and 
drink. 

These alien seditionaries and dis- 
turbers are a nuisance and a curse.’ 
They seék to apply here wild and de- 
structive theories loathsome to the 
Ameritan people. How did théy get 
here? If the immigration authorities 
have used. ‘the .utmost intelligence. and 
vigilance, how did so. many agitators 
and ‘anarchists of the most  virulerit 
type secure admission into the United 
States?” —.

MUSTAPHA KEMAL AND VON DER 
GOLTZ. 

Perhaps the prohibitionists are right 
in saying that the war As.not yet 
over. The Turkish Government, 
waiting in Constantinople to see what 
disposition. the Allies will make of. it, 
has been much disturbed by the in- 
dependent demeanor of MustTaPHa 
KemaL Pasha, commanding an army 
in the interior of Asia Minor. His 
troops have had several skirmishes 
with the Greek forces pushing inland 
from Smyrna, and lately he has oc- 
cupied Konieh (Iconium), a city of 
great. strategic importance andgf con- 
siderable political consequence as well. 
To the Greeks in the vilayet of Aidin 
and the Ifalians around Adalia his 
army, which is reported—probably not 
without exaggeration—to amount. to 
300,000 men, offers a considerable 
menace. The Government at Con- 
stantinople says it has warned him to 
keep: the peace; but that he pays no 
attention to it. : 

So far we havea close parallel with 
the..case of von pER GoLTz in the 
Baltié States. There, is a difference,: 
however, in that it is far from certain 
that the Peace Conference will leave 
‘Constantindple ‘to~the Turks. The 
Government on the Golden Horn may, 
be ordered to move at any time, and 
since it has been supposed that the 
interior of Asia, Minor ‘will. probably 
be left as a Turkish State, it appears 
that perhaps MustTaPHa Kemat is 
only securing himself in the posses- 
sion of what may become a new Sul- 
tanate of Iconium. : 

Nevertheless the Christians of Asia 
Minor are filled with alarm ;\ his move-

Gian, and 
they first; saw’ tle light : in’ a» BUston 
magazine. That was .so long ago that 
Mrs. Girman “hes: forgotten ‘the name of 
the mggazine, but they have since been 
printed in several. editions of her col- 
lected poems, the last by SMaLL, Mar- 
warD & Co. in 1898, the book: being en- 
titled ‘‘In Tiflis Our World,”’ 

There the lines reproduced in THE 
Trmes form part of a much longer poem, 
‘* Similar Cases,’’ dealing, for the most 
Part, not with an anthropoidal ape, but 
with a little eohippus who had deter- 
mined to become a horse—and did it, in 
spite of the inevitable. protests and de- 
rision of all his friends and relatives.

COAL PRODUCTION. SPURRED 


Social and Industrial Legislation 
Outlined—Strike Fever is 
Now Passing.

BERLIN> Oct. 7.—Is Germany. begin- 
ning like Kipling’s ship to find herself? 
This question is prompted by the #pgech 
delivered today in the National Assem- 
bly. by Chancellor Bauer on the occasion 
of a debate connected with supply. 

Herr Bauer seized’ the occasion to out- 
line the: policy of his’ coalition Govern- 
ment, which has recently broadened its 
basis by admitting two members of the 
Democratic Party. His outline was in- 
teresting both for what it showed and 
fo: what it suggested. 

He sketched far reaching proposals of 
legislation in social affairs, declaring 
that social legislation-was to be not an 
act of grace by the government but a 
recognition of the rights of workers. The 
Chancellor spoke of workers’ councils, 
factory- councils and economic councils 
and of proposals for arbitration in cases 
of industrial disputes. He foreshad- 
owed provision for those disabled-in the 
war, including compulsory employment 
and land settlement schemes. Statutory 
sanction is to be given to the eight 
hour working day,. while a bill is to be 
introduced dealing with unemployment 
insurance. 

As -regards foreign relations, the 
Chancellor referred to the distrust 
aroused abroad by rumors affecting the 
new German army and by recent -hap- 
penings in. the Baltic provinces. He 
said that. plans had been’ ‘submitted to 


the Allies dealing with reductions in. the} 


atmy which would havé. been partly 
effected by Oct. 1 had the Peace Treaty 


been ratified by that time. As the treaty 
had not been ratified, the Government 
still had 200,000 troops.in Gérmany, 
with as many on the eastern frontiérs, 
to defend German territory until the 
frontier should be fixed. 

‘As to the Baltic provinces, the Chan- 
cellor said that von der Goltz was not 
the man he was thought to be abroad, 
but, anyway, the Government was doing 
all that lay in its power to comply with 
the wishes of the Allies, the sharpness 
of whose recent note on the subject he 
strongly condemned. 

What was perhaps-of most interest to 
the outside world was the Chancellor's 
statement that. the. desire to work is 
again manifesting itself and that.con- 
golidation is proceeding throughout the 
body of the people. here are still too 
Many strikés, he said, but the old desire 
to strike at every moment has gone. 
Trade union and _ political discipline is 
itself. and strikes are 
beginning to be used for their old legi- 
timate use as a last’ resort in disputes. 

As evidence of this new desire for

Parchment of Doctor of Letters Pre- 
sented to Churchman by New 
York University.

Cardinal . Mercier. celebrated » solemn 
high pontifical mass in St. Patrick's Ca- 
thedral . yesterday, the first religious 
function in ‘which he has participated 
publicly since his arrival In this. couh- 
try. More than 5,000 persons attended 
the service, and hundreds were unable 
to obtain admittance. 

As the primate entered the edifice at 
the head of the assisting clergy the 
bells {n the twin: steeples chimed ‘The 
Star Spangled Banner’’ as a. proces- 
sional. The service was the St. Cecelia 
mass of Gounod, the ehoir consisting of 
100 voices from the Cathedral College. 

The sermon was preached by Arch- 
bishop Patrick J. Hayes, and in it he 
termed Belgium to be ‘‘ the Bethlehem 
of a newer Hberty.”" ‘Cardinal Mercier 
was characterized by his colleague as 
the ‘‘ faithful shepherd of the. world.’’ 
When the mass was over the Cardinal 
bestowed his apostolic blessing upon the 
worshippers. 

In the afternoon he went to New York 
University, where he received the degree 
of Doctor of Letters. _He was escorted 
over the university grounds and taken 
through the Hall of Fame. The Car- 
dinal also reviewed -a provisional bat- 
talion of the Student Officers’ Training 
Corps. : 


Calls Cardinal Leader of Men. 


“This university is young among the 
universities of w.ue world,’’. said Chan- 
céllor Elmer E. Brown. in conferring 
the degreee, ‘‘ but. it came into being 
the year before Charles Carroll of Car- 
rolilton died, the Iast of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. The 
spot on which it stands was a battle- 
field of th. American Revodlution./ We 
are not loath to believe that here the 
American tradition. is preserved with 
all fidelity and consecration, the Ameri- 
can passion for that liberty which is 
established in rightéousness. 

*“We have walked this hour through 
the Hall of Fame—cloistersa of patriotic 
remembrance, which this institution 
holds in trust for the American people— 
and we have felt the living presence of 
our mighty dead as they arose to greet 
a kindred spirit. 

“In years to come this day will have 
its part among the sacred memories of 
these Heights. It will be a treasured 
recollection that Cardinal Mercier him- 
self was here and walked and talked 
with us—Mercier of Malines, of Louvain, 
of Belgium; Mercier of the freemen of 
the world and of the sons of God. 

‘This university sent its sons, not 
by tens: and scores, but by thousands, 
to take their place in the great war for 
the liberation of Belgium and of the 
world. Among the crosses there are 
those that mark the. resting place of 
our own! dead. We know thé reason 
they did ‘not. die in‘vain was that there 


was a ‘common spirit “wérkfng ‘among 
the free*nations of the world,’ It was 
the spirit alone that could gather up 
the material forces of victory and hold 
them together in invincible cohesion. 
That spirit,. at its highest and pert. 
shone forth at Malines through

COURLAND. FORCES DEFIANT 


Proclaim Determination to ‘Remain 
—Foch to Issue a Peremptory 
Note to:Germany. 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 8,—The German 
Government's appeal to Field Marshal 
von der Goltz's troops to withdraw from 
the Baltic Provinces has proved success- 
ful, according to a. Berlin dispatch jre- 
ceived here today, -The return of some 
of the, troops began on Saturday, it is 
asserted,-and several transports bearing 
other contingents. homeward . will sail 
seon. 

According to the Acht Uhr Blatt, most 
of. von ‘der Goltz’s troops have. de- 
clared themselves willing to return to 
Germany, only a small part of one divi- 
sion being undecided as to its attitude. 
The withdrawal, according to the same 
newspaper, is taking place under : the 
command of von der Goltz, as General 
Wherhard, who was appointed recently 
by the Government to take charge of 
the evacuation, has not yet arrived. on 
the scene. 

BERLIN, Oct. 7, (Associated Press.)— 
German troops in Courland, which are 
under the command of Field Marshal. von 
der Goltz, insist that they will remain 
there. They have iss issued a proclamation. 
addressed to ‘‘ the German Fatherland 
and al) civilized Peorls. " which says: 

/** Notwithstandin; the German ‘Gov- 
ernment’s order, ade under pressure 
from the Entente, we will remain on this 
front to protect the German frontier 
against Bolshevist hordes and maintain 
real Socialist ideals.’ 

A semi-official news agency says the 
proclamation was issued before the re- 
ceipt of the latest order to return and 
adds: ‘‘It, remains to be seen whether 
the latest order from Berl.na will have 
the effect of changing the minds of the 
soldiges."’ 


PARIS, Oct. 8.—Marshal Foch, who 
was yesterday instructed to draw up a 
new note to-the German Government rel- 
ative to the withdrawal of 1 from 
the Baltic provinces, will phrase the doc- 
ument very clearly, according.to certain 
Paris newspapers. The note, it is said, 
will state that in case there are fur- 
ther dilatory tactics on the part of Ber- 
lin measures will be announced for deal- 
ing with the situation and will be imme- 
diately and rigorously applied. 


FEW INFLUENZA CASES. 


Dr. Copeland Reports but Three 
Deaths: from Disease Last Week. 


Dr. Royal 8S. Copeland, Health Com- 
missioner, yesterday made the following 
statement regarding the influenza situ- 
ation: 

‘The influenza situation does not jus- 
tify the slightest alarm, or hardly. com- 
ment. Today there were only seven: in- 
fluenza cases’ and one influenza. death 
reported. Including today, there have 
been only three déaths from the disease 
during the: last week.« A. year’ ago the. 
deaths from. influenza were about 400 a 
day. In the week ending Oct. 4 this 
year there were 9 deaths from influenza, 
as compared with 209. deaths the corre- 
sponding week @ year ago and 4 the 
same week in 1917.. Always “* this sea- 
son of the year there have been some 
influenza cases, but this year the cases 
have been very few as compared with 
other years. 

‘The week ending” Oct. 4 this year 
there were 76 pneumonia deaths, as com- 
pared with-434 the-same week jast year 
and 134 the correspond! week in 1917. 
The death rate from all diseases the last 
six weeks has been the lowest that it 
has ever been at this geason of the year 
since the records have been‘kept ‘by the 
department.”’ 


SENATE PASSES DRY BILL. 


Wartime and Constitutional Prohi- 
bition Measure Goes to HOuse. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8—The bill for 
enforcement of war-time and constitu- 
tional prohibition, as agreed to In con- 
ference, was adopted today by the Sen- 
ate without discussion. It now goes to 
the House for final action. 

Senator Sterling, Republican, South 
Dakota, called up the conference agree- 
ment and after a pause to-learn if any 
discussion was desired. Vice President 
Marshall put the motion on adoption and 
it was -carried’ viva ‘voce without an 
audible. vote. 

Quick action in the House is expected. 
As soon: as the House acts the measure 
will go.to the President and the sec- 
tion enforcing: war-time prohibition will 
become effective as soon as he signs it. 
With any. beverage containing more than 
one-half of one per cent. of alcohol de- 
fined as intoxicating under the law, Bs 
sale of 2.75 per cent. beer would > 
prohibited.

GOSSIP AS TO INCREASE 


Managers Figuring on improvement 
; In Rate Fixing Resulting from 
industrial Conference. 


At a special meeting of raflroad Presi- 
dents atid Directors, which will be held 
in this city soon, the proposas of Diree- 
tor General of Railroads Hires that 
the individual cafriers file their own 
tariffe Because of the inability of the 
Administration to inaugurate increased 
freight rates before Jan. 1, 1920, will be 
discussed, accordiny to information ob- 
ree cy in the financial district slenatade 

ay. 

Director General Hines’s announce- 
ment that the Railroad Administration 
would not increase freight rates before 
the termination of Federal control was 
said not to be so much of a surprise 
to railroad men as it was to others, 
as it has been known fof some time 
that he was opposed to such action. 
But at the same time there are those 
Who maintain that inasmuch as in- 
Sreased railroad expénses have come 
during the period of Government opera- 
tion it would only be fair for the Ad- 
ministration to announce a further in- 
crease imfreight rates, to offset those 
expenses, and at the same time bear 
the burden of the opposition to such 
an advance. ‘ 

It has been estitnated that an increase 
in- rates amounting to 15 per cent. 
would bring. down the operating .ratios 
of many of the roads to levels which 
aré considered 48 less dangerous by 
corporate managers than those at pres- 
ent prevailing, while an increase of 25 
per cent. wold ease the situation just 
so much more. According to earlier 
estimates made near the fifst of the 
year, when the earnings eutlook for 
the roads was dark, it was asserted in 
some quarters that an increasé of at 


least 30 or 35 per cent. was absdlutely 
necessary 

Now "that the Director Genéral of 
Railfoads has stated positively that 
there will be no further rate increases 
announced by the Federal opefators, the 
corporate mes ia are inclined to look 
on the bright side of the question. pney 
say that much ig to be expected from 
the railway legislation now under way 
in Washington, and in some instances 
are sanguine enough to believe that 
rate fixing, as provided for in thé new 
railroad bill when it is efiacted, will 
net be the long-drawn out affair it was 
under pre-war. conditions. 


STEEL DEMAND INCREASES. 


Weekly Survey Sees Slow Return 
to Nornial Operations.
